said (senator Sherman Sunday night,

making of tariff laws in the hands of a 
non-partisan commission." 

"Hut would not congress revise and 
perhaps overthrow the work of a tariff 
commission, aa they did in the case of 
the Olliver commission?" Senator Sher- 
man was asked. 

"That Is precisely the danger to 
guard against," said he. "Some deviee 
must be hit upon which shall make the 
work of a commission final. My no- 
tion is that this can be done in one way 
only. Let the republican party declare 
in its platform. In mm. that It is in 
favor of putting an end to tariff agita- 
tion by the appointment of a non-pur- 
tisan commission of experts to draft a 
bill, whieh It promises shall ba passed 
by congress without revision or im- 
portant amendment.

London, Aug. 13.— The Central News 
correspondent in Shanghai says that 
Saturday the' Japanese made a second 
attempt to disperse the Chinese fleet at 
Wel-Hai-Wcl, on the Chinese coast, and 
to thus gain access to the port. After an 
obstinate fight they were compelled to 
retire. No details of the losses of Chi- 
nese or Japanese in this or Thursday's 
naval encounter can be obtained at this 
time. Friday night a Japanese fleet 
attacked Port Arthur, the station of 
China's Pei-Wang squadron. The Jap- 
anese twmbarded the town heavily, 
but were unable to obtain any advan- 
tage. Eventually they were forced to 
draw off. Their losses have not been 
ascertained in? Shanghai. 

At the hour when the Central News 
correspondent sent his dispatch, a 
stubborn fight between Japanese war- 
ships and port of the Pei-Wang squad- 
ron was reported to be in progress. 
Twenty-one large men-of-war and 
many smaller craft are engaged. 
The Japanese are reported tc 
hnve lost heavily, although it is not 
known that they have lost any 
of their ships. There is no news to 
indicate which fleet has the advantage. 
(Ireat llritain has notified the com- 
batants officially, that warfare within 
the limits of the water approaches t 
Shanghai was precluded by Japan' 
pr -mise not to attack the port, and 
tV..na's reciprocal promise not to ob- 
struct the waterways leading to it.
